It had been.the Intention of the con- 
servative leaders to Introduce a pri- 
mary election bill of a mild scope, 
In the assembly at an early date, and 
tho governor "got back" at them, by 
introducing two of his most radical 
measures, without waiting for the re- 
ported move on the part of tho con- 
servatives to bo taken. 
So when the 


the primary election bills were Intro- 
duced, at Friday's session, when it 
•was not expected that anytulng Impor- 
tant would happen. It was a good deal 
like throwing a bomb into the con- 
servative camp. 


Same As Stevens BUI 


The two measures which have.been 


Introduced by tho administration men 
arc essentially the same, and follow 
tin; lines of the Stevens primary bill 
of two years ago In many particulars. 
The most surprising thing about the 


• matter Is the ground for 
the belief 


that the bill introduced by Mr. An- 
drew of West Superior. Mr. Lonroofs 
campaign manager, and a close friend 
and follower of the governor. Is the 
governor's own measure, and that 
the Frear bill, which Is much more 
radical, was propounded, and written 
liy the statesman from St. Croix coun- 
ty.. In fact here are many Indica- 
tions that tne Andrew bill Is 
the 


measure which Is directly sanctioned 
if not written by the governor. Tho 
Frcar bill Is more radical In that it 
provides that the delegates to nation- 
al conventions, and prcsedcntlal elec- 
tors be chosen by a direct vote. 
The 


1)111 also has another new feature, in 
that It provides tnat tho two ballot 
boxes shall bo used Instead of only 
one. The bunch ot tickets contain- 
ing the names of the candidates of 
each party. Is handed to the voter 
when he enters the booth, and when 
he goes out. ho gives the marked bal- 
lot to the clerk and deposits It in one 
of the boxes. 
The unmarked ballots 


are deposited In the second box, and 
destroyed when tho polls close. 
In 


this way greater secrecy is obtained, 
and also less work for 
the 
ballot 
clerks.

There was undoubtedly a 
large 


number of greatly surprised senators 
when the 
gentlemen of the 
upper 


house reached their homes and saw 
the evening papers, for out of the 
thirty-three senators, there were only 
eight on hand when the body was can- 
ed to order yesterday morning.

TO DEATH IN FACTORY 


Panic-stricken Clgarmakcrs at New 


York in Mad Rush to Escape 


From Fire. 


New York, Jan. 21.—Three woman 


were trampled to death and five wom- 
en and 0:10 man severely Injured In 
a panic In Leopold Miller & Sons' ci- 
gar factory on Crosby street ns a re- 
sult of a fire In an adjoining building. 


Tho dead: 
Jennie Messlno, Fannie 


Korstberg, Mrs. Mary Spnrbara. 


The flames from the burning build- 


ing beat against the walls of tho ci- 
gar factory, causing a panic among 
the nun men, women and boys at work. 
There was a wild rush for tho fire 
escapes at tho front and rear ends of 
tho building. In which the weaker 
wore crushed and trampled by tho 
stronger. Tho men pushed the women 
aside and when they reached tho sec- 
ond story Instead of waiting for the 
ladders to be raised pushed the wom- 
en off to tho ground fifteen foot down 
and leaped themselves. 
In this way 


many women wero hurt. ' 


Tlie worst scenes, however, wore on 


the stairways, by which crowds of the 
panic-stricken 
employes 
tried 
to 


escape from the building. 
The men 


shrieked as If mad and, knocking tho 
women down, trampled them under- 
foot. At the third story there was a 
blockade and had It not been for the 
timely arrival of tho police the death 
list would have lieon much longer.

TERMS OF PACT MADE PUBLIC 


Agreement With Colombia Provides 


for $10,000,000 Down and an Annuity 
of $250,000 in Consideration of Grant 
That Is Practically Perpetual. 


Washington, Jan. 24.—The 


of the canal treaty with Colombia as- 
sures the beginning of work before the 
close of the year. Tlie treaty anil other 
subjects of great moment were dls 
cusseti at a cabinet meeting, which 
•was one of the most Important held in 
several weeks. 
The session of Hit- 


cabinet continued for two hours. All 
the members were present. Secretary 
Hay leaving hln home for the llrst 
time In several days to attend the 
meeting. 


He presented a draft of tho I'anama 


canal treaty, which provides for $ln,- 
OOO.ooo down and an annuity of $^50,- 
000, and both the president and his as- 
sociates In the cabinet expressed sat- 
isfaction with .the results achieved 
through the Ions and dlnlcult negotia- 
tions. 


•Agree on Rental. 


The treaty Is Identical with that 


drawn by this government several 
months aso. and at that time submit- 
ted to the Colombian government, with 
the single exception of the amount of 
annuity to be paid Colombia for the 
right of way to the canal. This gov- 
ernment, proposed an annuity of $!IM»,- 
000. while Colombia demanded ?l!5t».- 
too. 


The 
Colombian 
government's do- 


• mand was based. It is stated, upon the 


ascertained returns from the I'anania 
Railroad company lu port dues, etc., 
•which Colombia did aot desire to have 
reduced. During the set oral months of. 
negotiations Colombia agreed to ull 
points In the treaty proposed by the 
United States with the exception ot 
the annuity. That has been the point 
of difference for many weel;n and at 
one time it threatened to break off 
negotiations entirely. 


Hay Makes Demands. 


Secretary Hay communicate.) direct- 


ly \vlth the Colombian government, 
Intimating that i-onic agreement must 
be reached soon, as the United States 
desired to enter on the constrni-tlun 
01 the canal If it were to be construct- 
ed by the I'anama route. The Colom- 
bian government, then, through Dr. 
lierran. the charge 
d'affaires 
here, 


agreed to accept an annuity of $2l>u,- 
000. This was entirely satisfactory, to 
the president and Secretary Hay, and. 
•while it is a larger amount than was 
offered at first: It Is believed by admin- 
istration official* that the senate un- 
doubtedly will accept the figure named 
In the treaty, particularly after It is 
made clear that a lesser amount would 
deprive Colombia of income which she 
Is now actually receiving. 


Treaty Is Satisfactory. 


All other points than this one of 


money compensation remain ns they 
stood in the original draft 
of 
the 


treaty; and are completely satisfac- 
tory to the United States government. 
The United States will have control 
of the canal practically in perpetuity, 
as required by the Spooner act, this 
result having been attained by the 
adoption of a plan for a lease for 100 
years, renewable at the pleasure or 
the United States, and Colombia hav- 
ing nothing to say about the exten- 
sion. 


The matter of police and judicial 


control Is settled by a scheme of joint 
action, although It especially is as- 
sured that no citizen of tho United 
States will be tried by any other than 
his own courts. Control of the waters 
of the ports of Colon and I'anama is 
vested In the United States, Just as 
far as may be necessary for the com- 
plete operation of the canal, and It Is 
assured that our extra territorial jur- 
isdiction will be unquestioned as to 
waters and streams pertaining to the 
canal. All port dues on vessels pass- 
Ing the canal arc to go to the United 
States by way of offset for the annuity 
payments. 


Is Sent to Senate. 


It was not Secretary Hay's Inten- 


tion to transmit the signed treaty to 
the Senate at once, but after the 
President and the Cabinet discussed 
it the conclusion was reached that It 
would be advisable to send it to the 
Senate at the oiirllest possible mo- 
ment. The formal letter of transmit- 
tal. therefore, was prepared at once, 
and the treaty was sent to the Senate. 


The Republican managers there are 


confident that It will be promptly rail- 
fled, notwithstanding tho present dead- 
lock over the statehood .bill. The ad- 
vocates of the statehood bill are also 
strong supporters of the canal, and 
they cannot delay the treaty by the 
statehood bill without arousing sus- 
picion as to their sincerity In the as- 
sertion that they wont the canal ques- 
tion promptly settled to reassure pub- 
lic sentiment that the great water- 
way Is to be constructed.
